THE EX-DETECTIVE ON TRIAL 
FOR BURGLARY. 


Why Chief Cuddy Fooled Reporters— 
Queer Testimony Given in the Su- 
perior Court Yesterday — Thieves 

‘Against Officers How Thieves 
Work. 


In Judge O’Melveny’s department of the 
Superior Court the trial of Caines, impli- 
cated in the burglarizing of Lambourne & 
Turner’s store, on Aliso street, on the night 
of the 28th of February last, commenced 
yesterday morning. Caines was formerly 
in the employ of Lucas’s Pacific Coast De- 
tective Agency, and is the alleged partner 
of Webb, whose trial on the 27th of April 
resulted in a failure on the part of the jury 
to agree; six being for conviction and six 
for acquittal. 


The people were represented by Assistant 
District Attorney Harrison and the prisoner 
by W. T. Williams and F. McGregor. 


The first witness Do upon the stand was 

dy, whose testimony 
was toa great extent a mere recapitulation 
of that given at the previous trial of Webb. 
asked by counsel for the de- 
nse if he had not mentioned to a local re- 
porter, on the morning after the burglary, 
that the man who had escaped had been 
wounded by him, Chief Cuddy stated “that 
newspaper reporters nearly annoy us to 
death, so that it is necessary to give them 
some kind of a story or other, although in 
that instance 1 did not stretch it quite so 
broad.”’ 

J. C. Wimmer, an employé of Lucas’s de- 
tective agency, on taking the witness ane, 
told how Caines had offered him a bribe o 
$100 to keep away from near Lambourne & 
‘Turner’s store on a certain night. The 
festive Caines had from time to time told 
ali the particulars of the proposed burglary 
to the witness, and imparted to him the in- 
formation that he had all the tools needed 
but one. Webb was sent in to buy potatoes, 
in order to examine the premises. They 
took a rope along with them, and Caines 
said it was to tie any s— of —— that might 
be found on the place. Wimmer told Marsh 
and the Chief of Police what he knew. 

BEING CROSS-EXAMINED, 
witness stated that he was still in the em- 
ploy of Lucas; had been a policeman in 
Kansas City, from whence he came to Los 


Angeles last August; had noticed Marsh at 
Lucas’s office frequently, but did not kuow 
whether he wasin his employ or not. He 
never mentioned the projected burglary to 
Lucas,, dnd did not Know if Lucas owed 
Caines $305 or not. | 

The only witness put forward by the de- 
fense whose evidence was of great interest 
was the English burglar, Elon, at present 
awaiting his own trial in the County Jail. 
At different times he has made allegations 
against Lucas, and agg re ad he was put 
forward to sustain the defense set up ef 
conspiracy on the part of Lucas and Marsh 
to ruin the character and reputation of 
Caines, for the purpose of serving their 
own ends. The witness, who does not look 
to be more than 18 years of age, and is 
rather simple in appearance, belied his 

ooks, for he answered with a certain 
amount of shrewdness that preved hiin to 
be no fool. 

While under cross-examination he stated: 
“T wasin jail at Stockton, but it was in 
consequence of a job pat re « against me by 
Lucas. Ever since 1 had him arrested in 
San Francisco, and the detectives there 
drove him from that city, he has played the 

art of asnake in the grass, and tried his 
t to put me in the hole poate. I didn’t 
come down here to go into his employ, but 
to better myself, but he met me and told 
me he had plenty of work for me, and could 
use me in two ways, for which I would re- 


ceive good pay. ‘The charge against me in 
Stockton was stealing some harness, 
was working at a hotel 


at Lathrop, and had succeeded 
in gaining the confidence of my employer, 
when Lueas wrote, telling him that 1 wasa 
thief and everything thit was bad, and so 
when the harness was missed I was the one 
suspected, and on the strength of the same 
letter 1 was convicted. As a matter of 
fact the harness had not been stolen, but 
had been removed from its usual place and 
hidden under some hay. I never in m 
life told Lucas or any one else that 1 h 
been born a thief and expected to die one. 
His saying s9 was a contemptible, mean, 
dirty lie, and in keeping with his character, 
for he’d swear the life of his own motber 
away. I have been in the County Jail for 
nearly two weeks, [don’t remember ex- 
actiy, but Lucas was then waiting his trail 
during the time. Lucas has — up stairs 
and plundered rooms and brought down 
stuff that he had stolen.” : 

District Attorney: Have you seen him 
yourself? 

Witness: Yes, I have seen him. 

District Attorney: Were you assisting 
him at the time? 

Well, I don’t care to say too much at 
present; I appeal tothe Court whether I 
am obliged to criminate myself. 

‘The Court. held that a witness was not 
bound to give any testimony that could be 
used against himself, consequently the wit- 
ness was spared some unpleasant questions. 

The District Attorney thereupon moved 
that all that portion of the testimony relating 
to Lucas stricken ‘out, as witness was 
simply using him as a shield. 

Witness: I don’t wish at to say that. 
I am doing nothing of the kind. 

District Attorney: [ donot wish to argue 
or have any words with you, sir. 

Witness: And 1 don’t wish you to say 
that I am using Lucas to shield myself. 

Several witnesses followed Elton who tes- 
tified to the good character he bore while in 
the town of Paris, Canada, where he held 
the position of Chief of Police, and upon 


the conclusion of that part of the testimony 


the case was continued till this morning at 
9 o’clock.

Of course 
this sort of thing could not go on always, 
and his wife, after repeated remonstrances 
with her “worser half” to reform, finally 
took measures for her protection, and they 
sqreed to disagree—that is to separate. 
Linde turned over his business to his wife, 
and she gave him $500 on his agreeing to go 
to South America. Assoon as Linde got 
his coin he léft theecity, his wife took pos- 
session of the store, and everything was 
thought to have been settled. And it would 
have been if Linde had carried out 
his part of the agreement. This, 
however, he failed. to do. Instead of going 
to South America he stopped in San Fran- 
cisco, where he proceeded to finish up his 
spree. When his money began to run out 
he began to regret his bargain, and the up- 
shot of the matter was that he boarded the 
train for Los Angeles, where he arrived a 
day or two ago. He at once commenced 
trying to get possession of his business 
again, but his wife could not see it in that 
light, and refused to give it up. Mrs. Linde 
has taken the preliminary steps in divorce 
proceedings, and the papers will be filed in 
a day or two. In the meantime she remains 
in possession of the property.

A Sewage Canal. 

NOTHING LACKING BUT WATER. 

Los ANGELES, May 1.—[{To the 
Editor of Tue -] Several in- 
quiries have been sent to me with a 
view of still further ventilating the 
suggested canal and drainage scheme 
for Los Angeles. Practival men agree 
that it would be less expensive to 
carry an open canal to the sea-board 
in preference to an immense system of 
enclosed sewerage. Now, this being

harmless the drain of a big city, 
subsiding tanks could be formed, as 
in England, and a vast source of 
fertilizing matter placed within each 
of the former, which is now wasted. 
As, for instance. on the sweet-smell- 
ng sewer farm.—Ep.| Again, sewage 
farms are worked with ease and ad- 
vantage in England, from the drain- 
age of towns. Immense crops of grain 
and fruit are raised from such farms, 
whilst the cattle reared and fed on the 
poodnes are amongst the healthiest, 
e beef, etc., from which average the 
highest prices in the market. [The 
roast beef of Old England, y’know.— 
Ep.] These farms are generally man- 
by town corporations,

system of drainage, and in some 
instances are a source of profit to the 
corporations. The fall is some 300 
feet from Los Angeles to the Pacific, I 
am told. Few locks will, therefore, 
be required, and thus the conrstruc- 
tion would be small, compara- 
tively speaking.

The Senator Secures Only Four of the 
California Delegates. 


Indications That the Railway Mag- 
nate’s Is Dead, 


Politics Lively in the East—Illinols Republicans

San FRAncisco, May 2.—[Special.] 
The selection of delegates to the National 
Convention by the State Convention last 
night meets with the unqualified approval 
of all conservative Republicans here, 
though men with strong preferences find 
much to be desired as the; look over the 
proceedings of the convention and note 
how limited was the discussion on the 
choice of a leader. The Stanford men are 
dissatisfied.

are strongly inclined that way. Yet 
they have displayed the fact by the adop- 
tion of the majority report of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions, as against that of the 
minority, that they are willing to shelvé 
their preference in favor of the choice of 
the National Convention.

Swift should lead the delegation to Chi- 
tago. The vote he received was the largest, 
iespite the opposition of the railroad crowd, 
that was received by any delegate.

THE DESPISED CACTUS. 


How the Plant May Be Used for. 
Feeding Stock. 
{San Diego Sun.} 

Some experiments, -which are of 
deepest interest in this section of the 
country, have recently been made with 
the cactus, and these experiments haye 
shown that contains greater 
nutrition or f value than this plant, 
Which has been and still generally is so 
thoroughly despised by our farmers. 
The pulp, as all who have an acquain- 
tance with the cactus well know, igs 
filled with a heavy glutinous juice, con- 
taining much starch and some sugar. 
Experiments made show that in nutri- 
ment the cactus is fully equal to the 
turnip, which, as is weil known, isa 
favorite stock feed in England, where 
etn om has reached a higher state 
of perfection than in any other 
country in the world. The work 
of investigating this subject has 
been in hand at the Berkeley Ex- 
periment Station during the last few 
weeks, but the latest report on the 
matter comes in a letter from a Texas 
stockman, who tells. his experience in 
feeding- cactus pads: He says neces- 
sity drove him to his first experiment. 
He had been feeding ton-seed, but 
the supply run short and he was com- 
pelled to secure a substitute. He 
adopted the fleshy leaves of the cactus 
as the substitute, and found it entirel 
satisfactory. His plan was to burn o 
the thorns and chop the plant into fine 
feed. Either plain Uor mixed witha 
small proportion of ground feed, such 
as bran or barley, the cattle ate it 
eagerly. He adds the information that 
in Mexico the cactus has for genera- 
tions been fed to cattle, sheep and 
goats. Machines are now in use in 
some parts of Texas for crushing the 
piauts into pulp and for burning off 
the thorns. 

To us thig seems to be an important 
discovery. The cactus must be recog- 
nized as the native plant of the desert. 
It will thrive there on the hardest, 
driest and rockiest soil. <A little rain 
or no noe, at all appears to satisfy it 
equally well. It is easily propagated. 
A single leaf put into the ground this 
year becomes a lusty plant of 12 to 20 
pounds’ weight next year. Its thorns‘ 
make it in its natural state an object 
to be shunned by man and beast, but 
let it be established, as it now seems 
to have been established, that it con- 
taids nutritive qualities of value, and 
mechanical appliances will soon be in- 
vented to rob it of its thorny terrors. 
In fact, cultivation alone will ‘soon dis- 
pose of that difficulty, for as the forms 
of other plants have been changed by 
selection and cultivation, so can the 
thorns be cultivated out of the cactus. 

The use of the cactus as a forage crop 
would be no more wonderful as an in- 
novation than was the discovery of the 
value and the adoption of cotton seed 
as feed. During all that period before 
the war, when cotton was recognized as 
king, and millions of acres. were de- 
voted to its cultivation, the seed was 
accounted as useless. Sometimes some 
of the planters would go to the trouble 
of putting it back upon the soil, as 
there was a@ vague idea that it pos- 
sessed more or less value as a fertilizer. 
But it was accounted as generally 
useless, and was despised because 
it was troublesome to extract it 
from the bolls. The hope was that in 
time a variety of cotton could be 
raised, which would be seedless, or 
nearly seedless. All this is changed 
now, however. The seeds are not now 
thrown away. They are saved with 
the greatest care. in fact, the seed is 
reckoned at from 20 to 25 per ceni. of 
he total value of the crop, and mill- 

ns of dollars have been realized from 
its sale annually. Its use came as a 
revelation to the people of the cotton 
States. Who shall say that the de- 
spised cactus may not be the subject of 
an equal revelation to the people of’ 
the Southwest? 


Two Converted Atheists.

The two leading atheists who spoke 
in Robinson’s Opera-house in this city 
in 1880 at the anniversary of the birth 
of Tom Paine, have been converted to 
the doctrines of the Christian religion. 
The meeting in the opera-house was 
under the auspices of the Libéral 
League of Cincinnati. There was a 
great audience and much enthusiasm, 
and the speeches of the two speakers 
were of the bitterest character and 
abounded in the fierceness of utter- 
ance belonging to atheism. A report 
of the proceedings and addresses was 
in the city press the following day. 
The conversion of both these men 
has been a complete surprise wherever 
they were known. One of these is 
now a Methodist minister and is travel- 
ing a circuit, and the other one isa 
very active Christian worker in the 
town where he lives. One of them has 
recently written to Dr. I. W. Joyce, 
expressing a strong desire upon the 

art of himself and friend to come to 
Cincinnati and ‘‘do something to undo 
the evil we have done as workers on 
the other side.’”’? Dr. Joyce believes 
their suggestion is a good one, and he 
proposes to have them come to our city 
at as early a day as can be arranged 
for, ana have them ‘tell of their con- 
version to Christ. Their coming will 
attract wide attention, and will do 
great good.
